FOSTER EXPOSES =

Exposing the “liberalism” of Tam-

'workers and peasants. 

Peking has evidently reached this

LAST WORD TUESDAY NIGHT. 


No direct word from Gitlow has been received since 
Tuesday night when he addressed a mass meeting at San 
Diego, Calif., as a part of his nation-wide tour as vice 
presidential candidate of the United States on the Work- 
ers (Communist) Party ticket.: He did not appear at 
Phoenix the next night. At that time there was appre- 
hension regarding his safety because Ben Gitlow is known 
never to miss a meeting unless he is forcibly prevented 
from doing so. 


STORY OF TWO JAILS. 


Telegrams indicated that Gitlow had been met at the 
train at Phoenix forced to remain on the train while 
it proceeded more. four hundred miles to El Paso, 
Texas, where he is to have been lodged in jail the 
night of October 1 and taken to Nogales, Ariz., about 
300 miles westward again, on the night of the 11th. Such 
a story was published in various papers through the South- 
west, but it is discounted because of the distance between 
the points described. It is more than probable that the 
capitalist press is in the conspiracy and that these stories 
were intended to throw the supporters of Gitlow off the 
trail. 


DENIAL FROM NOGALES. 


The latest telephonic information direct to The Daily 
Worker from Wm. F. O’Brien, Commiunist candidate for 
Governor of Arizona, stated that the chief of police of 
Nogales flatly denied that Gitlow was in a Nogales jail. 
The special telephone message follows:

NOGALES POLICE HEAD DENIES GITLOW IS IN JAIL. 


(Special Telephone Information to the Dally Worker) 
PHOENIX, Ariz., Oct. 14.—In.a telephone conversa- 
tion with William F. O’Brien, Communist candidate for 
governor of Arizona and Attorney Croaf, the Daily Worker 
got information about the following facts: 


It is impossible to locate the whereabouts of Gitlow. 
The representative of the Associated Press tried to find 
him and asked the Chief of Police in Nogales for informa- 
tion. The City Chief of Police denied flatly that Gitlow is 
in the city jail. 


Thomas J. Croaf, attorney in Phoenix and E. L. 
Striets, attorney in Nogales have been secured to take care 
of all necessary legal work. Mr. Murphy, the Los Angeles 
representative of the Civil Liberties Union is already in 
Nogales and tries to get in touch with Gitlow, or to get in- 
formation about his fate. 


DENY GITLOW IS IN NOGALES JAIL. 


PHOENIX, Ariz., Oct. 14.—William O’Brien, Commu- 
nist candidate for governor of Arizona, is heading a search 
for Benjamin Gitlow, whose continued absence has given 
rise to the fear that the vice presidential candidate of the 
Workers Party has been murdered by Ku Klux terrorists. 

Denials have been received here from police chiefs of 
both Nogales, Arizona and Nogales, Mexico (there are two 
cities of the same name) in which the emphatic declara- 
tion is made that Gitlow is not being held in the jails of 
either city. 


O’Brien was arrested for holding an election campaign 
meeting at which Gitlow was to have spoken, but was later 
released.

SEARCH IN MANY STATES. 


Searches are being made in a number of states for 
ritlow, particularly in Arizona, New Mexico and Texas. 
yitlow was booked to speak in the latter state after fin- 
shing his engagements in Arizona. 


A series of telegrams received at the campaign head- 
‘uarters of the Workers (Communist) Party tell some- 
hing of the unfolding of the conspiracy against Gitlow 
that now causes grave concern for his fate. 

The first indication that something was wrong came 
Wednesday when from O’Brien at Phoenix the following 
short telegram was received: 

“No word from Gitlow. 
strong.” 


Next came the report on Thursday of the breaking up 
of the meeting Gitlow was to have addressed and the arrest 
of O’Brien, candidate for governor, which read as follows: 


“Gitlow not here. Held meeting and police locked me 


up.’

MET AT TRAIN IN PHOENIX. 

Immediately, efforts were made to locate Gitlow from 
the national office at New York. Early Friday morning 
the following telegram was received from one of the active 
workers in Arizona: 

“It is reported that Gitlow was met at station in 
Phoenix last night and ordered not to get off train, but to 
keep going. Was not here for meeting. Have fot heard 
from him.” 

At the same time another telegram came from O’Brien 
as follows: 

“No word from Gitlow. Waiting vesly from Tucson. 
Am released on bond too late for Tucson meeting. "Will 
wire Los Angeles». Broke up our meeting on Monroe School 
house steps. Wanted me to plead guilty to trespassing. 
Refused. Charged with disturbing peace. Car and books 
returned. Need a speaker.” 

SEARCHED SMALL TOWN JAILS. 

Next efforts were made to try to find Gitlow in one of 
the small town jails as indicated by the telegram of Friday 
which read: 

“Unablé to find Gitlow. Looking in small town jails. 
No court action today.” 

Then on Sunday, the following wire came to the na- 
tional office: 


“PHOENIX, Ariz., Oct. 13.—Gazette states Gitlow got 
off train at Phoenix, advised to get back on by Legionaires,

PHOENIX, Ariz., Oct. 13.— Authentic information that 
Gitlow kept on train Californian morning of October 10. 
Held in El Pasco jail that night, taken to Nogales morning 
of eleventh. Associated Press unable to locate him in No- 
gales, but our attorney is there working on the case in 
Nogales. Send Saul if you think advisable. Need-trélp— 
O’Brien.” 

ARIZONA WORKERS TO PROTEST.

Smith’s Appeal to Prejudice 


Carefully evading discussion of the funda- 
mental issues facing the workers and farm- 
ers of the country the candidates of the old 
parties and their supporters enter upon the 
last three weeks of the presidential campaign 
with an intensification of their appeals to 
ignorance, prejudice, superstition and fear. 
Hoover’s spokesmen still talk learnedly of a 
non-existent prosperity for the working 
class. Smith still continues his amusing 
eaterwauling about “prejudice” and “intol- 
erance” against him because of his religious 
iffiliations. If his record as a tool of Tam- 
many is attacked Smith replies that his re- 
ligion is being assailed. When someone men- 
cions the wide difference between his pre- 
campaign declarations on prohibition and the 
official stand of the democratic party he de- 
nounces “whispering campaigns.” 


Meanwhile his campaign managers under 
the leadership of the open-shop industrial 
and financial magnate, Rascob of General 
Motors, a Morgan concern, strive in every 
way to mobilize the adherents of the roman 
catholic superstition into a solid bloc for 
Smith. Smith talks of protestant prejudice 
in an effort to accomplish a two-fold result: 
(1)—To appeal to catholic prejudice. (2)— 
To endeavor to win support from other ele- 
ments on the plea that he is a victim of 
prejudice. 


cinsisngea gh ridiculous is the professed 
eoncern of politicians of all camps of capi- 
talism, including the socialist partyites, 


about the church mixing in politics. There 
has never been a time within the memory of 
anyone politically alive today that churches 
of all denominations have not been wallowing 
up to their necks in the filthy sewers of capi- 
talist politics. Priests and preachers are all 
bellowing admonitions to their followers to 
participate in the election. And anyone who 
imagines for a second that the catholic 
clergy has not received orders from Rome to 
boost Tammany Al must be stupid indeed. 
But, of course, the Pope himself is for sale 
to the highest bidder, and Wall Street can 
bid higher than any others. 


But Smith’s appeal to catholic prejudice is 
only part of his campaign. He also appeals 
to the southern bourbon prejudice against 
the Negroes, just as does his republican op- 
ponent, Herbert Hoover. 


Smith’s personal prejudice against and 
hatred for the Negroes is well known. He 


carefully evades appointing Negroes to offi- 
ces for which they are fit. 


A case in point was dealt with by W. E. 
B. Du Bois in the “Nation” of October 17th, 
who exposed the fact that Smith, as gov- 
ernor, refused to appoint a Negro at the head 
of the 15th regiment of the National Guard, 
composed of Negro privates. 

The exploited workers and farmers will 
seek in vain for one act in all the careers of 
any of the capitalist party candidates that 
was not in the interest of the ruling class. 

Only by voting Communist, by supporting 
the candidate under the Hammer and Sickle, 
can the workers and farmers vote for them- 
selves. 


An Imperialist Liberal 


Mr. Walter Lippmann, formerly secretary 
to George R. Lunn, when that renegade was 
socialist mayor of Schenectady, and now 
leading editorial writer for the New York 
World, in a. radio speech declares he favors 
Smith for president because he approyes the 
foreign policies of the democratic party, as 
enunciated and put into effect by the late 
Woodrow Wilson. 

Mr. Lippmann, like all liberals who are 
time-servers of imperialism, speaks in glow- 
ing terms of the predatory policy of Mor- 
gan’s Wilson: 

“From those who believe, as did Woodrow 
Wilson, in the idealistic program of interna- 
tional cooperation for this country, the for- 
eign policy of the United States would be in 
infinitely safer hands if Governor Smith were 
elected . . .” 

Wilson, in order to defend the European 
investments of the House of Morgan and the 
Wall Street bankers, hurled this country into 
the imperialist ‘war. Himself a liberal, he 
concocted the infamous lie: “Make the world 
safe for democracy,” in order to conceal his 
real motive to “make the world safe for Mor- 
gan’s billions.” He sent armed mercenaries 
into Haiti to destroy by blood and terror the 
duly constituted government of that country 
and put in its place a puppet government that 
would serve Wall Street. 

As far as predatory imperialist policy is 
concerned the actions of the Coolidge-Kel- 
logg-Hoover government in ravaging Nicara- 
gua were identical with the policy of the 
high idealist in Haiti. 

The principal service the liberals render the 
imperialist butchers is to cloak their depra- 
dations in superlative terms. However, the 
victims of Morgan’s war and the people of 
the Latin American countries laid waste by 
United States marines are unable to appre- 
ciate the beneficient intentions of such 
“idealistic programs.”

Debate with Anatole France. | 

Among other things I remember a 
debate with the old Anatole France. 
His tremendous artistic intuition 
had disengaged the tremendous con- | 
tours of the Russian revolution. But | 
he did not have enough force to give | 
form to his astonished admiration. 
He was tee paralyzed by old habits 
and by the prison of the superficial 
liberal catechism which he had re- 
peated for a half century, in order 
to retain his sensibility and his clear 
vision and to look ahead. 

Gorki, however, had broken thru 
this stage. His robustness, his more | 
ample artistic spirit, more imperi- 
ous, keener, had saved him. As to. 
the rest, he had always been very 
close to the revolution. Now he saw 
in the life of Russia above all the 
spirit of Lenin. 

“If the Russian masses have ,ac- 
complished their need of remaking 
themselves, and persisted at it, it is 
because they have followed the spirit 
of Lenin. Lenin lives again in the 
collective. Those who have known 
him personally recognize it.” 

Role of Personality. 

Maxim Gorki insists on the role 
of personality in the new order of 
things: Communism, far from sub- 
merging it, exalts it: 

“Enemies of Communism pretend 
that socialism will make automatons 
out of people, somber ‘individuals.’ 
No, here everybody is excitedly alive 
and shining. What strikes me is 
that in the Soviet state the people 
receive an intense individuality. We 
ore present at the growth of per- 
sonality. At other times, oppressed 
and exploited, people cringed; now 
they all speak in very loud voices.” 
It was interesting to know the 
‘opinion of Gorki onthat “autocracy” 
of which one actually speaks so 
much in Russia. 
| Gorki made some reservations on 
the habit that the militant and 
\directing Soviets have of criticising 
| their own work. These reservations 
did not pertain to the content but 


| 
' 
; 
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to separate the powers: those who 
realized and those who appreciated. 
Gorki admitted that they were or- 
ganically bound. But he did not 
admit the aggressive character 
which sometimes the estimation of 
theoretical and practical work take 
on in the Soviet Union, nor the vio- 
lence of the personal attacks which 
result from erecting oneself as a 
judge. Already, in his asylum of 
Sorrento, he was surprised by the 
echoes of these sharp disputes. Since 
then his opinion had not changed, 
and while recognizing that it was 
always necessary to combat certain 
i tendencies, as bureau- 
cracy and the tendencies inherited 
from the old world, he added: 
Our Mistakes. 

“It is not necessary that we be 
intimidated by our mistakes and 
our faults.

Above all, he is inclined to think 
that the Russian people under-esti- 
mate themselves—in any case, that 
they do not take account of the full 
amplitude of the socialist realiza- 
tion, that the sharp interior dis- 
cussions adds in reality to a certain 
disintegration, and that a stranger, 
face to face with this realization, 
wi» is savagely ignorant of its 
methods and its rythme, forms an 
unfavorable impression.
